EDITOR ‘EXPLAINS 
SYSTEM

The hearing was resumed yesterday in the 
District Court of the case in which Mr. 
Thomas O'Donnell, editor of the Sunday 
Independent, is summoned for having, on 
September 15, unlawfully published a certain 
p { and scheme for the sale of chances 
in a lottery not then authorised by Act of 
Parliament—to wit, a p l and scheme 
published in the Sunday Jndependent news- 
paper in a lottery called ‘* Opsits,’’ 

r. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. K. Hiugh 
(instructed by Mr. T. Clarke, State Solicitor’s 
office) prosecuted on behalf of the Attorney- 
General; and Mr. F. FitzGibbon, K.C., and 
Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Connor and Dudley, solicitors) defended. 

Mr. FitzGibbon submitted te the District 
Justice that. if the exercise of any form of 
industry, skill or research on the part of the 
competitor reduced the odds against him, tie 
competition was not a lottery. According to 
the police evidence, any person with greater 
knowledge than another person considerably 
reduced the margin of errors. A police wit- 
ness had said that he had found 314 alterna- 
tive passages in working out a solution of one 
competition, but in the sclution that police 
oificer had handed in he had included twenty 
or thirty words that did not occur in the 
English language at al!. In addition he had 
used past participles not used in ‘‘ Opsits,”’ 


The prosecution was an attempt to ruin a 
good competition. It was not easy to get 
,competitions involving skill and literary judg- 
ment. An explanation of how the competi- 
tion was prepared would do it a lot of harm. 
The suggestion that the competition was a 
lottery could be made only by a police officer, 
who on the previous day had given his story 
unfairly or, as counsel suggested, dishonestly. 
Even if skill and knowledge were needed only 
in the slightest degree, the competition could 
not. be a lottery, 


“OUTRAGEOUS CHARGES” 


Mr. Maguire, K.C., in reply, said that there 
was no suggestion that the Independent 
Newspapers had not conducted the competi- 
tion with perfect fairness and. propriety. The 
suggestion that there was any ulterior motive 
behind the prosecution was unfounded. ‘The 
police had a duty under the Lotteries Act, 
and the law was the same for the 
Independent as it was for the humble people 
of the country. What had been done by the 


Independent might be done by other news- 
papers. The difliculties of the defence in 
that case should not have persuaded them to 
embark on an outrageous charge against the 
police. A child could solve the competition, 
even without the aid of a dictionary. It was 
not a question of judgment, but rather a 
question. of guessing the solution.. There 
might be difference of opinion in regard to 
the Lotteries Act, but the law was there and 
had to be enforced, 

» Mr. T. O'Donnell, editor, Sunday Inde- 
pendent, said that all the rival Sunday news- 
papers were English. As most of them ran 
competitions. the Dublin Sunday paper “as

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“VICTIM OF MOST.

The plaintiff claimed a declaration that he 
was entitled to a pension on the ground that 
he had been discharged from the Defence 
Forces of Saorstat Eireann as he was suffer- 


services in the army, and he also claimed a 
declaration that he was entitled to certain 
arrears of pay, Maes : 

The defence was that the plaintiff was not 
entitled either to the pension or to the 
arrears of pay. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C.; Mr. C. 8. Camp- 
bell, K.C., and Mr. Herbert Hare (instructed 
by Mr. David H. Charles) were for the Sa 
tiff; and Mr. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy,

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Campbell described the action as a somewhat 
remarkable one, and one that would raise for 
decision by the Court a remarkable and 
curious point. The circumstances were re- 
markable because the disablement arose by 
the plaintiff being bitten by a rat while he 
was swimming at Baldonnel Aerodrome with 
other soldiers, as part of their recreational 
training in the army. The rat bite was 
treated on the spot in the ordinary way, but 
afterwards a serious illness deve , and 
after some time, and, due to the research and 
attention of Dr. O’Connor, it was ascertained 
that the man was suffering from spirochaetal 
jaundice, a disease so unusual in this country 
that the plaintiff was probably the only per- 
son suffering from it in Ireland im recent 
times. The plaintiff eventually recovered 
from this disease, which, it would be proved, 
arose from the rat bite; but he was dis- 
charged from the army because of heart 
trouble, which the plaintiff stated was due 


to the bite. 
RATE OF PAY 


Counsel said that the other part of the 
action had reference to the alleged arrears of 
pay. The plaintiff joined the army in 1922 
and was promoted sergeant-major at 7s. 6d. 
per day. He was posted to the Air Corps, 
for which the pay was lls. 6d. per day. e 
did not receive the higher rate of pay for 
years, and eventually got £50 towards the 
arrears, but a few days afterwards this was 
demanded back on the ground that he was 
not entitled to the higher sum. He gave it 
hack under protest, and now claimed the 
difference between 7s. 6d. and lis. 6d. per 
day during the whole time he was in he 
army. as á 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in view of 
the fact that the plaintiff had accepted the 
lower rate of pay for eleven years, it would 
be difficult to establish now that he was 
entitled to it. ! 

Mr. Campbell said that he was not pressing 
that part of the case very much, but it might 
be that the plaintiff while in the army did 
not want to fight with his employers. 

Mr. Lynch said that it was quite clear on 
the face of the order that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to the increase. It was for 
sergeant-major mechanics, and the plaintiff 
was not a qualified Air Force mechanic. That 
was stated in the defence. 

On the application of Mr, Campbell, Mr. 
Justice Johnston gave the plaintiff permission 
to alter the statement of claim so as to read 
that the plaintiff charged that at the date of 
his discharge he was suffering from a disable- 
ment attributable to his services in the army, 
received while he was a member of the forces; 
that he still sufféred therefrom, and that he 
was entitled to a pension. 


“CONTAMINATED WATER”’ 


Mr. Lynch pointed out that before his dis- 
charge from the army and when he applied 
for a pension the plaintiff attributed his dis- 
ablement to “contaminated water in an im- 
provised swimming bath at Baldonnel.”

Going down Love lane there was a gateway 
leading to the. dispensary at Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital. ie Jane appeared to be 
empty, but when near the gate a. cyclist 
coming from behind pushed against him. He 
thought he was in the cyclist’s way, and 
made an attempt~ to move to the 
left: so as to le, him pass. The 
cyclist then rushed him, catching him round 
the neck and throat from behind. As he 
swung round he saw two more persons jump- 
ing at him from the left-hand side. One of 
these men snatched at his attaché case, and 
he realised that it was a ‘‘hold-up.’’ One of 
the men had something hard in his hand 
with which he hit witness on the side of the 
face. Witness shouted for assistance, and a 
struggle followed, during which he held on 
to the attaché case.

TOWARDS FULL STRENGTH 
OF 100,000 MEN 


From Kevuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Swanson, Secretary of the Navy, 
indicated to-day that an enlistment drive 
to bring the Navy up to the full strength 
of 100,000 men would be necessary in 
consequence of the naval building pro- 
gramme.

T see that the Youth Hostel Association 
of Northern Ireland is to-night celebrating 
the completion of their chain of twelve 
hostels by giving a shulers’ hooley in the 
Orpheus Restaurant, Belfast.

In modern times 
Britain has taken part in four major 
wars in Europe. She fought the Spaniards, 
the French under Louis XIV., the French 
under Napoleon, and the Ge.mans; and 
every time her objective was the same. 
She sought to prevent a Great Power on 
the Continent from gaining a permanent 
foothold in the Low Countries. On every 
occasion she was successful. Her policy 
of the balance of power in Europe has 
triumphed over all obstacles, and she 
still is the mightiest nation on earth. 
During recent years, since Germany has 
been recovering some of her former 
strength, Britain’s sea-power has been con- 
centrated in the North Sea, against a 
possible threat from the Germans; but 
the recent naval agreement between 
London and. Berlin—which, incidentally, 
infuriated the French—has removed the 
last trace of difficulty in that quarter, 
and the danger zone, together with the 
Royal Navy, has been transferred to the 
Mediterranean. 

According to Dr. Silex’s ingenious 
theory, the first signs of a new threat to 
Britain’s power were noticed when the 
French Government made an agreement 
with Italy. This step meant that France 
was removing herself from the British 
system of forces, and the possibility of a 
Latin bloc began to take shape. This 
development meant, inter alia, that 
Britain’s position in the Mediterranean 
might be endangered ; and Dr. Silex holds 
that it really was the Franco-Italian 
rapprochement that determined the 
Foreign Office’s attitude in the Abyssinian 
dispute. France was placed in the most 
awkward of dilemmas. Britain insisted 
on the full. observance of the nations’ 
pledges under the Covenant of the 
League, which was the main bulwark of 
French policy in Europe. She moved her 
Fleet to the Mediterranean in order to 
prove to the Italians that she would stand 
no nonsense from Rome, and, finally, 
having secured the return of King George 
to his vacant throne in Greece, thereby 
consolidating her own position in the 
#Egean, rounded off her series of successes 
by an agreement with France, which 
guaranteed her the help of the French 
Navy if she should be attacked by the 
Italians. The organisation of the

Street Lighting 


Public officials are prone to deny that 
there is any real need for improvement 
in the lighting of Dublin’s streets. On 
the whole, they insist, Dublin is at least 
as well lighted as any other city in these 
islands. Possibly, public officials employ 
some elaborate system of light measure- 
ment, which proves their case to their own 
satisfaction ; but the ordinary man is com- 
pelled to use his eyes, and his eyes tell 
him that the official denial is unfounded. 
Even Grafton street, the shopping centre 
of Dublin, would be a haunt of gloom at 
night if shopkeepers did not illuminate 
their windows for their own purposes. 
O’Connell street derives a certain measure 
of nocturnal gaiety from the electric signs 
overhead, but its normal lighting cannot 
be compared with that, for instance, of 
any important street in London. It is 
in the suburbs, however, that public light- 
ing is least adequate. Virtually all the 
secondary roads of Rathmines and Pem- 
broke are so dim as to be not merely 
depressing, but inconvenient and some- 
times dangerous, while even so important 
a thoroughfare as Leinster road requires 
at least twice as many lamps as it 
possesses. We recognise that the Corpora- 


‘tion of Dublin has done something to 


improve the. lighting of these areas since 
it took over their administration five 
years ago; but it has not done enough. 
Sooner or later the problem must be 
tackled on a grand scale. Piecemeal im- 
provements will not suffice; for systems 
of lighting which were effective twenty 
years ago will not suffice for the changing 
conditions of to-day. The suggestion was 
made recently that auxiliary lamps ought 
to be mounted on the tramway standards. 
We hope that it will not be adopted. It 
might save money for the time being, but 
what will happen when the growth of fast 
traffic compels Dublin to scrap her tram- 
cars, and public concern for the city’s 
appearance demands that the standards 
shall follow them to the rubbish-heap? 
We would urge all City Councillors to 
study a report which has just been issued 
by a Departmental Committee set up by 
the Ministry of Transport to consider the 
question of street lighting in Great 
Britain. Its findings are technical, and 
cannot be summarised here; but they are 
based on the general argument that 
motorists should be able to drive on any 
traffic route at thirty miles an hour with- 
out need of headlights. How few Dublin 
roads would conform to this standard; yet 
it is the standard that must be attained 
in the near future. Cork, Limerick and 
Belfast are making strenuous -efforts to 
improve their public lighting. The next 
adventurer must be Dublin, and it behoves 
her to do the job more thoroughly than 
any of them; for, quite apart from the 
question of street safety, a capital city is 
expected to give.a lead in everything that 
pertains to nocturnal brightness.

I am informed, however, that some 
of its clauses are likely to give rise to 
keen controversy, and that even the purely 
Irish companies, for whose benefit it has 
been primarily devised, hardly will be 
satisfied with the bill in its present form. 
I learn that the bill has two major 
purposes. The first, and, from some points 
of view, the most important, is to compel 
all insurance companies operating in the 
Free State to be registered in the Saorstat. 
That is to say, if the bill is passed in its 
present form, every British and foreign 
insurance company in the Free State will 
be required to operate under the control 
of an Irish Board. At present, of course, 
most of the companies in the Free State 
are purely British. They have been doing 
business here for many years, and have 
up a very large connection 
: the country. In fact, there is 
only one Irish “ tariff ” company. Doubt- 
less, it will be a comparatively easy 
matter for all these companies to comply 
with the technical requirements of the new 
bill; but some of them, at least, may be 
compelled to reconsider their position. 


THE SECOND PURPOSE 


The second main purpose of the bill, I 
understand, is to separate life insurance 
business from fire, accident and machinery 
business. Hitherto many companies have 
been doing both kinds of insurance, but it 
is the Minister’s intention, eventually, to 
keep the two departments rigidly apart. 
In other words, a company that does life 
insurance will not be allowed to operate in 
fire, accident or machinery, and 
vice versa. Pending certain pro 
amalgamations of Irish companies, how- 
ever, the Minister will allow companies 
that hitherto have heen dealing in both 
forms of insurance to vortinue to do busi- 
ness under licence.

REQUENT reports have reached his 
suffering country, of President de 
Valera’s form at Geneva, and always the 
nations have concurred in describing it 
as brilliant.

HOMAS KING, aged sixty-eight, a 

retired lighthouse keeper, Wicklow, 

was found dead last night half: a mile from 
his residence. 

Matthew Wolohan, a son of the owner 
of the house where King had been visiting, 
discovered the body almost decapitated in 
a field which forms a short cut between 
the house and the road. 

Almost at the same hour—1l1 o’clock— 
Andrew Wolohan, a brother of Matthew 
Wolohan, Dunbur, called to the Civic 
Guards, Wicklow, and, it is said, inti- 
mated to them that hé had killed King. 
He was detained pending inquiries, and 
formally charged at the District Court to- 
day with the murder, and remanded in 


custody. : 
NATIVE OF GALWAY 


King was a native of Clifden, Co. 
Galway, and had spent thirty-eight years 
in the lighthouse service, From 1919 till 
1924 he had been stationed at Wicklow 
Head, and, having served at Broadhaven, 
Co. Mayo, until his retirement on age 
limit in 1926, he, with his family, again 
returned to Wicklow to take "P residence 
within half a mile of the lighthouses 
where he had served. aga aga best 
friends of the family were Mr. John 
Wolohan and family, of Dunbur, and last

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OBITUARY 


$IR FRANCIS BINGHAM 


The death occurred at Sister Agnes Nurs- 
ing Home. London, on Tuesday of Major- 
General the Hon. Sir Francis Bingham, 
K.C.B., K.C.M.G., a former Lieutenant- 
Governor of Jersey, and brother of the 
Duchess of Abercorn. Sir Francis, who was 
73 years of age, was the third son of the 
fourth Earl of Lucan, his brother being the 
present Karl, Entering the Royal Artillery 
in 1883, he was, ten years later, A.D.C. to 
the Commander-in-Chief, Madras. He 
became Lieutenant-Colonel in 1911. On the

THE DEMOCRATIC IDEAL 


If they cotld learn from the experience of 
their own country, the democratic ideal must 
mean the attempt on the part of every citizen 
to establish the conditions of political and 
economic life which were conducive to the 
highest growth of individual character. 
These conditions could not be secured by the 
illegitimate use of force, as the means stulti- 
fied the ends. 

The League must be developed more along 
the lines of Article XIX,, which providec 
for the revision of.old treaties. About the 
use of armed force there could be no com- 
Foatái for it meant the destruction of 
vuman life. Whatever the ideal they wished 
to attain, it could not be regarded as truly 
noble if it entailed the use of such means. 


THE SIX COUNTIES 


Proposing a vote of thanks to the auditor, 
the Minister for Lands (Senator Connolly) 
said that he felt that the immediate way 
of this country must be by democratic and 
bhac progr.ss, rather than by any attempt 
yy-methods of force. With provision for 
the representation of minorities and for 
minorities having their part in the councils 
of the State, he felt that no reasonable 
argument could be advanced in favour of 
force as a weapon in politics, when, by 
politics, they meant the internal policies of 
a free people. 

Speaking of the auditor’s reference to the 
North of Ireland, he said that democracy 
in the real sense did not operate, and had 
not operated in the six counties. So far 
from the minority there being afforded equal 
rights of citizenship or protection, it had 
consistently been made clear that religious 
and political tests could ‘be, and had been 
applied with the full and avowed approval 
of those in authority. It was regrettable, 
but true, that certain elements were avail- 
able for the leaders of Government there, 
and passions ‘readily could be inflamed and 
exploited for the baser political motives. 

e knew Ulster, and, as an Ulsterman, he 
longed for the time when the men of his 
native area would take their rightful place 
in a free Jreland and contribute their real 
qualities to the nation. That day would 
come, and it would come quickly when 
Britain, on the one hand, realised that she 
had been the cause of a festering sore in the 
body politic in Ireland, which always would 
be a source of contention between herself 
and this country, and when the people of 
the six countiés, on the other hand, realised 
that their real social and political progress 
lay in their association with ther own 
countrymen, 


THE LEAGUE 


On the subject of the League of Nations, 
the Minister said that he thought he might 
venture to sum up the view of the ordinary 
decent citizen by saying that they would 
like to believe in it, but were sceptical. He 
was inclined to agree that, unless the League 
developed along the lines of Article XIX.., 
and was prepared to review and revise old 
treaties, to readjust boundaries, and, above 
all, to seek justice for the victims of past 
imperialisms, then even the best friends of 
the League must fear for its future. What 
was of even greater importance, lovers of 
peace might be ‘sg 3s to see little or no pro- 
gress made in the achievement of their ideal, 
To him it seemed that they could not well 
hope fur the abolition of force in the inter- 
national sense until the imperialism of the 
big Powers was abandoned or destroyed. 

Mr. John Strachey, seconding the vote of 
thanks, said that from the Communist point 
of view, which he held, the Irish struggle was 
both justified and inevitable. Communists, 
far from desiring force, wanted to abolish it, 
but what they predicted was that as the 
struggle to achieve Socialism persists the 
capitalist class, which commanded all the 
instrumetits of force, would not hesitate to 
nse that force and violence to crush the 
working-classes if it could, and the working- 
classes wete committing suicide if they did 
not prepare for it. 


COMMUNISM’'S AIM 


Mr. James Dillon, T.D., proposing that the 
Anditor’s address be withied at the expense of 
the Society, said that Communism wanted 
to set up the god of materialism and to con- 
vince the world that the only object in life 
is the achievement of material prosperity. 
Whenever there was tyranny in whatever 
form, king. demagogue or dictator, then let 
there be force—and that was legitimate force,
